Fr Fall housecleaning—the old-fash- 


foned kind which puts the family 
and house in confusion for days— 
is practically a thing of the past. 
However, your house may require a 
good polishing after a summer of 
informal living with windows and 
doors open, 


If your rug 
looks dull and 
soiled, you can 
clean it satis-~ 
factorily with 
an absorbent 
clean- 
er. First, thor- 
clean 





your vacuum 
cleaner, Then, 
leaving the rug in place, lay news- 
Papers around the bare edges of the 
floor, Carefully sprinkle the pow- 
der on the rug, then work it in well 
with a long-handled stiff brush, fol- 
lowing directions. Leave the pow- 
der on the rug for at least an hour. 
(Then remove it and the loosened 
dirt with the vacuum cleaner. 

|’ Upholstered furniture will benefit 
from shampooing if it is not too 
badly soiled’ and: if the fabric will 
not be harmed by water. Use one 
of the many foam shampoos on the 
market. The suds should resemble 
shaving lather and can be worked 
up with an-egg beater or by squeez- 
ang a sponge in the liquid. 

| Before beginning the job, do a 
trial spot on the back of the piece 
to determine whether or not the 
fabric is color-fast. Allow the spot 
to dry to be sure that the cleaning 
-will be a success. Then clean a 
small area with a circular motion, 
jEubbing the suds well into the fab- 


ric. Next, wring thé sponge Out in 
clear, fresh water and remoyé the 
suds. Continue cleaning in» small 
areas, over-lapping as you go to 
avoid leaving rings: Go over the 
whole area slowly and always wipe 
off the soiled suds with a sponge 
rinsed in clean water and wrung 
tightly. Place the shampooed piece 
in a draft or in front of a fan to 
hasten the drying process,

can be cleaned successfully with a 
carpet cleaning

soil are ground 
into the fabric,

In addition to frequent, dusting, 
it may be necessary to remove 'the 
greasy film'that sometimes’ settles 
on the slats. One of‘the liquid ‘or 
granulated paint or multi-purpose 
cleaners will do a good’job. Apply 
the cleaner with a sponge or ‘soft 
cloth, being sure to reach the small 
areas behind the tapes. When ‘the 
blinds are clean and dry, wax and 
polish them. 

A liquid cleaner for sponging off 
the tapes will help remove light sure 
face soil, If the tapes are badly 
soiled, a thorough serubing: with a 
brush and soap and water: may be
